HATFIELD AND WILLIAMS CAUGHT. 

Capt. Punch and His Po.se Bon Them 
B™ After fteiaial Drny.' Work. 

[From The Herald's Extern of April 6th.] 
CapL Pat Punch, marshal of Mt. Ster- 
ling, accompanied by Henry Watson, 
started in pursuit of the fugitives at 3 
o'clock Tuesday aff-u-noon. They first 
went to Spencer sU Jon, on the K. & S. 
A. R R-, where some of Hatfield's con- 
nections live. There the pursuers rout- 
ed the trio, and came on to Wolfe to ma- 
ture their plans for the capture of the 
fugitives upon their arrival. Arriving 
at this point, CapL Punch was joined bv 
Marshal, W. T. Day, of May-town, and 
John Coi, of this couuty. Here Capt. 
Punch outlined the plan of action, and 
his subordinates acquiesced in it, and on 
Saturday morning a detachment who 
had been acting on Punch's suggestions 
the previous nighL brought in Flovd 
Williams, who was sent tothis place un- 
der guard. Capt. Punch then ordered 
his men to dismount and take to the 
woods, having struck MontaviUe Hat- 
field's trail. About 4 'o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, while Punch and his men were 
reconnoitering in the neighborhood of 
old man Hatfield's, a messenger from 
MontaviUe Hatfield informed Captain 
Punch that if he would come alone he 
would surrender, but otherwise he would 
not. Punch then, accompanied bv Hat- 
field's father, went about one mile' and a 
half to the top of a mountain, where 
Hatfield was in position, and armed to 
defend himself with two double barreled 
shoVguns and two revolvers. But, in ac- 
cordance with his promise, he surrender- 
ed to Capt. Punch, who brought him in- 
to town and placed him under guard at 
the Pieratt House, where Williams had 
been kept during the day. 

Capt. Punch took the saddle about 10 
Saturday night, and started in pursuit of 
Wille Caskey, the last of the trio.
